HEN the special Mother's. day 
stamps were placed on sale te- | 
cently, there. was added another 
chapter to the romantie story. of a 
woman who is undoubtedly Amer- 
fca’s most famous mother. For 
the stamps bear the reproduction 
of James Abbott-McNeillWhistier's 
famous painting which is -called
